Interview Summary 

The Examiner contacted the applicant to discuss'the limitations of the Independent claims and claim 
terminology and discussed intended use issues with the original claims. Applicant provided suggestions 
and the Examiner asked applicant to incorporate changes into a proposed amendment for consideration. 
Said amendment is attached. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 } Man6 21: 

The closest prior art of Bach et al (hereinafter Bach) U.S. Patent No. 5,781,739 teaches an 
IMS/www mapping system that has a web interface. The Bach interface wizard that allows a user 
to determine from a list of MFS source files the MOD and MID inputs that are needed for a given 
project (See column 12, lines 49-67). Bach further teaches that the interface communicates with a 
web server that takes the project inputs and generates an HTML output (See column 14, lines 20- 
40). The invention of Bach teaches a mechanism that provides a mapping of communications 
protocols between a browser and the IMS System. 

Bach does not teach a user-interface that defines web services within the user interface 
of an MFS application. This feature is distinct from the prior art, because the adaptation of the

inputs is done with the end result interface. In contrast, the interface of the present application is 
used before the interface is generated and simplifies the process of repeat transactions to 
configure a web transaction. Bach also does not teach a prompt that guides the user to select the 
device type and associated feature supported by the MFS application and a process to designate 
which MOD and MID to be for the web service, as recited in the amended claims. 

Kheirolomoom et al. (20030004746) teaches a web-services interface that allows a user 
to select from given inputs and outputs to construct a web-service. Kheirolomoom teaches a 
process of prompting the user at various phases to enter information into the interface. However, 
the user interface of an MFS based IMS application as specified in the claim. Kheirolomoom does 
not also suggest that the inputs within the interface are for selecting message inputs and outputs 
and the device type for configuring a web-service of the MFS based IMS application. 

The prior art of Abileah et al. (hereinafter Abileah) teaches a COBOL metamodel that 
takes an application request from a web browser and transforms via a web server the request, 
transaction or message to a language such as XML (See Para 0031). Abileah teaches that the 
model includes IMS transactions and MFS formatted messages. Abileah teaches a process of 
establishing the connectors in software packages that are executed at runtime without the user 
interface. Abileah also does not define web services within the user interface of an MFS 
application. Bach also does not teach a prompt that guides the user to select the device type and 
associated feature supported by the MFS application and a process to designate which MOD and 
MID to be for the web service, as recited in the amended claims. 

Therefore, in light of the applicant's amendment, the prior art of Bach in view of 
Kheirolomoom, in further view of Abileah does not teach or suggest the combined limitations of 
the amended claims as submitted. Therefore, the claims as amended are allowable. 

Claims 2-10, 1 2-20 and 22-30 

These claims are dependent upon claims 1, 11, and 21, respectively, and are thus 
allowable.
